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Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment/arguments received on 
3/26/04. 

Based on applicant's amendment, the rejection of claims 1-10 under 35 USC 
§101 is withdrawn. However applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection under 
35 USC §1 12 is not persuasive. See remarks section for detail 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 5-7, these claims recite in line 2, 
"performing a finite Radon transform on the higher moment data". In the specification, 
page 29, line 1 , discusses higher moment data repository. However the specification 
does not discuss what is higher moment data and does not show distinction between 
higher moment data and other data such as image data made up of pixels. Claims 2-4 
and 8-14 are dependent on claims 1 and 5-7. Therefore they are also rejected. 
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Remarks 

4. In the amendment/arguments received on 3/26/04, applicant argued that: 

Higher moment data represents statistical quantities that measure the tendency 
of a distribution to cluster around a certain value. In other words, higher moment data 
refers to higher correlation of data. 

Examiner agrees that moment data represent statistical quantities. However, the 
specification does not discuss what is higher moment data and does not show 
distinction between higher moment data and other moment data or any other data. 
Examiner is not aware that higher moment data refers to higher correlation of data. 
Further applicant has not provided any evidence that higher moment data refers to 
higher correlation of data. Applicant has to define in the specification, higher moment 
data and what is distinction between higher moment data and any other moment data.
